BURMA 'REIGN 
OF TERROR' ON 


House Of Commons Shocked 


By Lawlessness Reports 


From Speakers 


LONDON, June 7 
A shocked 
house of commons heard reports 
today that Burma is in the grip of 
a “reign of terror,” with lawless­ 
ness rampant and large parts of 
the country entirely out of con­ 
trol of the government. 
Speakers in commons described ; 
Burma as in a virtual state of 
war, with British and government 
forces engaged in commando-like 
operations against big banda of 
guerrillas armed with mortars and 
automatic rifles 
The political situation in Burma 
was said to be "fantastic.” A mem­ 
ber of parliament who was in 
Rangoon last week charged that 
Britain “made unfortunate agree­ 
ments with leaders in Burma who j 
supported the Japanese, 
and it 
seemed that treason had paid very 
high dividends in Burma in the 
past year.” 
Capt. Leonard David Gammans. 
conservative, 
who just returned 
from Rangoon, said the situation 
was “far w'orse” than anything 
he had gathered from what he 
had read, adding: 
“In large parts of the country 
the government is not in control 
at all.” 
A rthur Henderson, undersecre­ 
tary of state for Burma and India, 
said the situation in Burma was 
so serious that virtual war against 
brigands had been undertaken with 
some success. 
He said the view' of the govern­ 
ment was that elections should be 
held at the earliest possible date 
and “Burma should be provided 
with a democratically elected leg­ 
islature 
from which a ministry 
with a democratic basis could be 
drawn.” He

SHORT of dying young, there 
is no way to keep from growing 
old sooner or later, but attention 
to a few simple rules can help in 
growing old gracefully. In other 
words, old age need not be a bur­ 
den. It can be a joy if one accepts 
it in the right spirit. 
Ifs largely a m atter of attitude. 
Some peop*e are older at 50 than 
others at 90 because they “think 
old.” Disgruntled at the changes 
which must come with the years, 
they no longer live effectively. The 
man (or woman) who can adjust 
his life to his physical and mental 
•biiiffi *s can be happy no matter 
what his age. 
Be Your Ase 
Dr. William W. Bauer of Chi­ 
cago fays that the popular way of 
putting this idea is “be your age.” 
For example, a baseball player 
who can play effectively after 35 
is the exception. On the other 
hand, the locomotive engineer, the 
captain of a ship, or the scientist 
may gain effectiveness with th# 
passage of the years. 
In the later years of life, nutri­ 
tion is of great importance. Some 
people have the mistaken idea that 
the proper diet for an elderly per­ 
son is crackers and milk or tea 
and toast. Perhaps this idea has 
been accentuated by the instances 
in which older persons have over­ 
eaten and as a result have devel­ 
oped 
various 
digestive 
distur­ 
bances. 
Th# older person needs • diet 


which furnishes all the various 
types of foods. Perhaps lessened 
appetit# and le«s physical work 
call for a reduction in such foods 
as sugars, starches, such as bread 
and cereals, and fats, but protein 
foods such as meat, milk and eggs, 
as well as ail of the vitamin? and 
minerals, must be supplied in ade­ 
quate amounts. 
As persons grow older, the ar­ 
teries may harden, which means 
that calcium or lime salts are de­ 
posited in their walls. Now it is 
known that milk is a good source 
of calcium. Hence, sometimes older 
people begin to think that milk 
is not necessary for them and 
even inadvisable, but studies have 
shown that the calcium require­ 
ment# of older per .on* are not let* 
than those of any adult. 
In fact, in old age there may be 
a loss of calcium from the hones 
so that an increased calcium intake 
is necessary. 
If th# elderly would get the most 
out of life they should fit what 
they do to meet their abilities; 
they should live within their limi­ 
tations. They must go slow on 
strenuous physical effort but there 
need be no rationing of some of the 
best things of life, humor, w'hich 
experience and long-looking at th# 
pageant of life engenders, wisdom, 
and kindliness. 
Armoured in a happy philosophy, 
protected as to health by regular 
medical supervision, surrounded 
by children and friends, oldsters 
can find in the declining years as 
much enjoyment as at any other 
period and sometimes even more.

Postwar ara reify of various com­ 
modities. notably some food items, 
has compelled many retail stores 
-n the Circleville area to resume 
the “under-the-counter*’ procedure 
that developed during World W ar 
n. 
Bread has recently been added 
to the Hat of "shortage” items that 
hsve disappeared from the view 
of store patrons. Other items are 
butter, oleomargarine, bacon, beef 
and toilet tissue, along with hos­ 
iery. particularly nylons. 
A lot of m erchants and clerks 
during the war years developed 
dexterity 
in 
‘‘slipping*’ 
scarce 
items to preferred custom ers in 
such manner that the unpreferred 
patrons 
were 
unaware 
of 
the 
transaction. 
These 
tactics 
are 
again being resorted to in the pre­ 
sent emergency. 
Bread, for instance, is absent 
from 
the 
counters 
and 
bread 
shelves in many stores. When a 
"non-regular" custom er asks for 
a loaf of the staff of life he or 
she hears that fam iliar answer, 
"Sorry, we have none”, but if the 
seeker is a "regular” patron the 
bread promptly appears from un­ 
der the counter or from 
some 
other place of concealment. Some 
•tores operate on a "first come 
first served” basis.

Duke, assigned to ‘’investigate 
and eradicate” the hooded orga­ 
nization In Georgia, said the youth 
told him he was given 52 lashes at 
a gun’s point at a desolate spot 
near here on the night of Febru­ 
ary 13. 
The name of the victim w-as not 
revealed, Duke said, in order not 
to jeopardize the investigation un­ 
derway. 
Duke said the youth told him 
that he w-as walking in an A tlan­ 
ta suburb W’hen a car pulled along­ 
side him. One of four men in the 
machine pointed a gun at him and 
ordered him inside the car. 
He said they asked him where 
he worked and then told him they 
were “going to beat the hell out of 
him.” 
The Negro said two other cars 
joined the first and they drove un­ 
til they reached a deserted spot 
near the municipal airport here. 
He said they then forced him 
down on his hands and knees and 
lashed him w’ith a two-tailed leath­ 
er whjp. He said nine men took 
part in the flogging. 
One of the men, he said, told 
him th at he had once seen a white 
man 
struck by 
a Negro 
soldier 
overseas and he was determ ined to 
get revenge. Following the whip­ 
ping. they told him to sta rt w alk­ 
ing back tow ard A tlanta, and “not 
to look back.” 
The Negro, a bellhop at an A t­ 
lanta hotel, said he believed that 
he had been m istaken for some­ 
one else.
